Fiscal passes 
frugal budget

The difference between last year’s 
Fiscal Court budget and this year’s 
is a litde over $311,000, but most 
line items are similar if not exactly 
the same as last year’s. 

“The extra revenue we’re see¬ 
ing in this budget results from 
an increase in our LGEA (Local 
Government Economic Assistance) 
fund which is based on the ton¬ 
nage of rock that is pulled from the 
quarry (Liter’s),” Henry County 
Judge-Executive John Logan Brent 
said. “And we’re seeing a little extra 
from property taxes, but that’s 
mainly due to the fact that more 
houses are being occupied, not 
because we raised taxes.” 

Last year’s budget included 
$62,000 for the LGEA programs, 
which provides financial assistance 
to community initiatives like indi¬ 
gent care, senior citizens programs,

Help 'Stamp 
Out Hunger'

Since it began, the Post Office’s 
national Stamp Out Hunger cam¬ 
paign has collected over one bil¬ 
lion pounds of food, amassing 74 
million pounds last year alone. But 
locally, only about 10 pounds was 
collected last year and Eminence 
Postmaster John Donnelly wants to 
change that - in a big way. 

“We’re hoping to get 1,000 
pounds of food this year,” Donnelly 
said. “And I really think we can do 
it.” 

The program is simple. Postal 
customers throughout the county 
are asked to place non-perishable 
food items in a sturdy bag either 
in their mailboxes or beside their 
boxes on Saturday, May 10, and put 
their flags up. Postal carriers will 
pick up all the donations, which will 
be taken to the Henry County Help 
Center. 

“We’ll pick up whatever people 
will leave out for us,” Donnelly 
said. “Joe doesn’t turn down any-

A lifetime in Extension: Curtis Coombs

Curtis Coombs may not 
have 50 years of experi¬ 
ence, but Extension has 
still played a pivotal role 
in his life. The 26-year- 
old Coombs first started 
with 4-H when he was 10, 
showing cattle. 

“I started Extension in 
4-H...that kinda led me in 
to start showing cattle,” 
Coombs said. “I bought 
a show calf. Then from 
there, I went to camp 
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every year. I went to 4-H 
Camp five or six years as a 
4-H’er. Then I went one 
year as a team leader.” 

Coombs also attend¬ 
ed conferences at the 
University of Kentucky 
and eventually was elected 
Vice President of the 
Kentucky State 4-H, an 
office he served in from 
2006 to 2007. According 
to Coombs, his heavy 
involvement stemmed from 
his enjoyment of showing 
cattle. 

“I was always very pas¬ 


sionate about dairy,” 
Coombs explained. “And 
when the opportunity 
came to show cattle, and 
I also judged on the state 
level.. .that kinda got me 
involved at the beginning 
and as I kept going I met 
more people from all over 
the state and all over the 
country. I got to do a 
lot with UK and I really 
enjoyed that aspect of it.” 

Coombs went on to 
attend UK as a student for 
five years, graduating with 
his degree in Agriculture 


Education. He credits 
Extension with helping 
him through his first few 
semesters of college, saying 
that he avoided a “fresh¬ 
man slump,” because he 
already knew so many of 
the incoming freshman and 
had worked with them in 
the past. 

Coombs also said that he 
hopes to put his degree to 
use in work with Extension 
in the future. “It’s prob¬ 
ably something that I’ll

The art club at 
Eminence Independent 
School is learning what 
it takes to raise money.

McHone 
said that they will be

McHone said that 
of the students in 
the art club, there 
are several who have 
been members con¬ 
sistently through¬ 
out their time in 
school, while others 
come and go. Kayla 
Dixon, a junior at 
Eminence, has been 
a member of the 
club since middle 
school. 

“I like that we 
have more freedom 
in art club than we 
do in art class,” 
Dixon said. “So we 
get to do projects 
that we wouldn’t 
normally get to do.” 
For Dixon, that 
project is painting 
Vincent Van Gogh’s 
Starry Night on a 
rocking chair. 

“We were doing 
a project where we 
had to take a piece 
of furniture and 
paint a famous piece 
on it, or just any 
piece by a master 
artist,” Dixon said. 
“I chose Vincent

brush stroke is visible in 
Van Gogh’s work and 
that it has a mysterious 
quality to it that she 
enjoys.

thing.” 

Joe Durbin, the coor¬ 
dinator of the Henry 
County Help Center, 
is Donnelly’s source of 
inspiration and the rea¬ 
son he wants this year’s 
results to be so much 
more successful than last 
year’s. 

“Joe has inspired me to 
do more,” Donnelly said. 
“You don’t realize how 
little you do until you see 
someone like him who 
is doing so much for his 
community.” 

The Henry County 
Help Center opened last 
winter in one location - 
the former church across 
from the Eminence 
Post Office. Since then, 
Durbin has expanded 
his outreach efforts to 
include food banks in 


five locations throughout 
the county. He said he is 
humbled by Donnelly’s 
compliment and very 
appreciative of any assis¬ 
tance he can get because 
that means he can help 
more people in return. 

“It’s going to allow us 
to give a little extra to 
the folks we’re helping,” 
Durbin said. 

Currently, the center 
has served 980 people, 
333 of those being chil¬ 
dren under the age of 18, 
and 104 single-person 
households that Durbin 
said were predominantly 
widows trying to get by 
on social security. 

“The more we get, 
the more we can give,” 
Durbin said. 

Confident in the 
people of Henry County 
to be generous, Donnelly 
has made a side bet with 
the postmaster in Shelby 
County. 

“They have twice as 


many delivery stops as 
we do, but I hope we get 
more than half what they 
collect,” Donnelly said 
of Henry County’s 5000 
stops. “It’s just a friendly 
competition, but I know 
we’ll win.” 

The winner of this bet 
will enjoy lunch on the 
loser, but Donnelly said 
the real winners are the 
people of Henry County. 

“There are so many 
people that need help, 
and so few people like 
Joe who will help them,” 
Donnelly said. “I just 
want to get more people 
to help Joe. We need 
more people like him.”

the hisotrical society, 
Chamber of Commerce, 
dead animal removal and 
others. This year’s bud¬ 
get allots $85,000 for 
LGEA. 

With the additional 
revenue, the county 
plans to purchase a new 
ambulance at $120,000, 
paying half in this year’s 
budget and half next 
year, and create a new 
ballfield at Harry Hill 
Park. 

“There’s a lot of 
demand for that because 
our local teams are play¬ 
ing regionally now,” 
Brent said. “So play is 
increasing, and we need¬ 
ed another field.” 

Other increases, Brent 
said, are attributable 
to annually increases in 
health insurance and 
social security, and this 
year pay increases for 
county employees. 

All part-time and 
full-time employees will 
receive a .40 cents per 
hour across the board 


pay increase, while the 
elected positions of mag¬ 
istrates, county attorney, 
jailer and coroner will 
receive a 2.5 percent cost 
of living increases, pend¬ 
ing state guidelines. 

“Honestly, it’s not a 
very exciting budget,” 
Brent said. “There’s not 
very much to point out 
as far as unusual expenses 
or surprise sources of 
revenue. We rely every 
year on our carryover to 
balance the budget, then 
we work throughout the 
year to cut and not spend 
in line items where we 
don’t have to.” 

Brent noted that sever¬ 
al expenses in the budget 
are out of the county’s 
control, like social secu¬ 
rity, workman’s compen¬ 
sation and costs of health 
care. 

“But when folks are 
only making $10 or $12 
an bour, you better have 
decent health insurance,” 
Brent said. “We have to 
and we want to provide 
good health insurance for 
our employees.” 

Brent also pointed 
out that over the years, 


another change out of 
the county’s control is 
related to interest rev¬ 
enue. 

“At the end of 2006, 
we earned $54,000 in 
interest on our general 
fund on about the same 
amount of money we 
have now,” Brent said. 
“But at the end of 2013, 
we only earned $15,000 
in interest on the general 
fund. So, $40,000 is a 
big difference.” 

The total budget 
for 2014 for all funds 
the county manages is 
$6,210,395, up from 
$5,898,768 in 2013. 
Brent said the county 
maintains a conservative 
approach to the budget, 
practicing frugality when¬ 
ever possible. 

“Just because the 
money is in the budget, 
we don’t spend it if we 
don’t have to. If some¬ 
thing breaks we use it 
because we have to, but 
first we try to patch and 
fix, save money wherever 
we can,” Brent said. “At 
the end of the year, we’re 
probably going to be 
close to scratch.”

KSP collects drugs 

The Kentucky State Police, in 
partnership with the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Agency, collected 1,200 
pounds of prescription medications 
in the Eighth National Prescription 
Drug Take Back Day event held 
Saturday, April 26. 

Many citizens took advantage of 
this excellent outreach and prevention 
program by emptying their medicine 
cabinets and turning them in to KSP 
posts across the state. 

Studies show that a majority 
of abused prescription drugs are 
obtained from family and friends, 
including from the home medicine 
cabinet. Medicines that languish in 
home cabinets are highly susceptible 
to diversion, misuse and abuse. 

In Kentucky, more than 1,000 peo¬ 
ple die each year from the abuse of 
powerful painkillers like Oxycodone 
and Hydrocodone. Kentucky is the 
fourth most medicated state in the 
country according to Forbes maga¬ 
zine and it has the nation’s sixth- 
highest rate of prescription drug 
overdose deaths. More Kentuckians 
are dying from overdoses than traffic 
accidents.

get really involved in when 
I have children of my own, 
to help them through the 
program as well as helping 
others.” 

As far as his current 
involvement is concerned, 
Coombs, a prospec¬ 
tive farmer, said that he 
hasn’t been as involved 
in 4-H since he’s been 
out of college, but that 
he has been working with 



Henry County Agriculture 
Extension Agent Steve 
Moore. 

“[Steve] has really helped 
me a lot as a beginning 
farmer, to know what pro¬ 
grams are out there, money- 
wise, as well as starting dif¬ 
ferent programs,” Coombs 
said. He has also been a 
part of the Ag Connections 
Club and the Farm Start 
Program. “We’ve got a 
young farmers group start¬ 
ed, which is one of $teve 
Moore’s and [County Judge 
Executive] John Logan 
Brent’s brainchild to start 
the Ag Connections Club. 




I also attended the Farm 
Start Program for begin¬ 
ning farmers who have 
been farming for less than 
10 years...so that was big. 
That covered about every 
aspect of farming. They had 
a dairy update...in Henry 
County this year. So for 
dairy farmers, that’s pretty 
big, to have a dairy meet¬ 
ing.” 

Coombs said that, in 
addition to the work he’s 
already put into Extension, 
he intends to make further 
use of the Extension pro¬ 
grams as he continues to 
grow his farming career.

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Sidewalks: Trampled under foot 


Let’s take a look 
at one of the most 
under appreciated civic 
improvements ever — 
the public sidewalk. 

These concrete walk¬ 
ways serve the citizens 
in a surprising variety 
of ways. 

Consider: They can 
be used as places to 
exercise; as approaches 
to our commercial 
cores downtown; as 
a self-guided tour of 
our architecture and 
historic places — for 
example, as a vantage 
point to study an inter¬ 
esting old train station; 
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Editor 

or as a place to find an 
excuse to multitask and 
bask in the sunshine. 

Sidewalks provide a 
tidy boundary in city 
planning, defining such 
places as the classic 


courthouse square in 
New Castle. 

Sidewalks also pro¬ 
vide a backstop for 
water runoff after a 
rain that will, hopeful¬ 
ly, direct the overflow 
from the street harm¬ 
lessly into culverts. 

Beyond all that is 
the pedestrian safety 
needs — the separation 
parting the foot traf¬ 
fic from the humon- 
gous, hurling blocks of 
metal, fiberglass, vinyl 
and combustion that 
are just a text message 
away from violating 
with disastrous results 


the personal space of 
others. 

Happily, much more 
often than not, people 
taking to the streets 
live in harmonious 
peace with other traf¬ 
fic. 

Only slightly less 
useful than sidewalks 
are the trails popping 
up in nearly all urban 
environments to give 
users recreation and 
connectivity. 

All this arises because 
of good community 
planning. 

Whenever I want to 
better get to know a 


place, I climb down 
out of my subcompact 
vehicle to see what’s 
hidden at 30 mph. 

The walkways provide 
the intimacy that cars 
can’t. 

That’s when I really 
got to appreciate what 
the county and the cit¬ 
ies are like up close — 
seeing what went on 
in the windows of the 
storefronts, the details 
of the Oddfellows 
building, the number 
of lawyers’ offices and 
the offerings of the 
eateries. 

Whenever there’s a 


free moment, I plan to 
take to the sidewalks 
to step off some or all 
of my daily two-mile 
walk. 

As this is part of my 
effort to integrate into 
the community, the 
streets could become 
my unofficial second 
office, when not suffer¬ 
ing from harsh weather 
extremes. 

Say hello, if you see 
me. If you have a lot 
to say, I may ask you 
to walk and talk. 

I see it as the perfect 
place to pursue public 
business. 


Agreeing to disagree is possible in politics 


Last week was 
the 2014 Days of 
Remembrance, a week 
set aside to remem¬ 
ber the victims of the 
Holocaust. 

Last year, while on 
a trip to Washington 
D.C., my wife and 
I toured the United 
States Holocaust 
Museum. The United 
States Holocaust 
Museum was created 
to be a “resonator of 
memory.” 

The Museum build¬ 
ing and the exhibi¬ 
tions were purposely 
designed to make 
visitors uncomfortable. 
Those feelings begin 
almost immediately, 
when the museum 
staff packs as many 
visitors as possible into

the elevator for the 
ride to the third floor 
where the tour begins. 

It was heartbreak¬ 
ing going from floor 
to floor, seeing the 
artifacts, the photos, 
the stories told by sur¬ 
vivors, and the haunt¬ 
ing piles of shoes. I 
kept telling myself, 
this was not ancient 
history, this holocaust 


happened just twenty 
five years before I was 
born. 

It was interest¬ 
ing to note that 
during the Days of 
Remembrance, yet 
another politician, this 
time Illinois Governor 
Pat Quinn compared 
those of differing 
political views, to 
Nazis. 

I find it extremely 
offensive for politicians 
(on both sides) to 
make comparisons to 
Hitler and the atroci¬ 
ties of Nazi Germany 
to differing politi¬ 
cal ideologies. That 
heart wrenching visit 
intensified my anger at 
these comparisons. 

While we must be 
vigilant that such hor¬ 


rific genocide never, 
ever, happens again, 
using Nazi themes as 
a comparison to those 
of differing points of 
view must stop. There 
is absolutely no com¬ 
parison, none. 

I am disheartened by 
the somewhat anony¬ 
mous posts I see on 
politicians’ Facebook 
pages and Twitter. We 
are becoming numb to 
what we say and call 
one another from the 
safety of our comput¬ 
ers. 

We are going to dis¬ 
agree. Joe Yates, John 
Logan Brent, and I 
will not agree on ... 
well much of anything. 
However, while we 
do not see the same 
answer from our point 


of view, we can agree 
to disagree, without 
calling the other such 
atrocious names. 

I respect their right 
to view things the way 
they do. We both 
may learn something 
from considering each 
other’s opinion. 

Fact of the matter, 
that’s what makes the 
United States the great 
place that it is. That 
opposing points of 
view can argue their 
points, find common 
ground, and yes I will 
say it, compromise. 

That is how we got 
to this point. The 
Founding Fathers did 
not all agree...at all, 
and yet 238 years ago, 
they came up with 
a pretty remarkable 


blueprint as to how to 
run this great nation 
to this day. 

There is a guide 
book that we need to 
return to. The one 
that has these words, 
“Do unto others, as 
you would have them 
do unto you,” and 
“Love your neighbor 
as you love yourself.” 

The best moment 
of the museum visit, 
was watching a teen¬ 
age girl coming out 
of the exhibit to be 
introduced to a holo¬ 
caust survivor. The 
teenager began to cry, 
and say how sorry she 
was. The old woman 
smiled, and just 
hugged her. 

There is still hope. 


New laws will positively impact Kentucky students 


It will take some time 
to gather the informa¬ 
tion, but one of this 
year’s new laws has 
the potential to play a 
significant role when it 
comes to helping col¬ 
lege students decide 
which career to pursue. 

The legislation calls 
on the state’s Center 
for Education and 
Workforce Statistics to 
compile the employ¬ 
ment rates and earn¬ 
ings of those graduat¬ 
ing from the state’s 
public postsecondary 
schools. That agency, 
which was created just 
two years ago, will 
coordinate with the 
state’s Department 
of Education and 
the Council on 
Postsecondary 
Education (CPE). 

Under the law, this 
information will be 
made available online, 
and it will be updated 
at least every three 
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years. High school 
guidance and career 
counselors will also be 
encouraged to incor¬ 
porate this data in their 
work. 

The long-term goal, 
of course, is to give 
incoming college stu¬ 
dents - or those return¬ 
ing to the classroom - a 
real-world look at what 
they can expect as they 
pursue a degree. 

The numbers head¬ 
ing to college are cer¬ 
tainly growing. Our 
public four-year uni¬ 
versities, for example, 
topped another enroll¬ 


ment record last fall 
at 128,000 students, 
according to a CPE 
report from late 
March. That’s up nine 
percent over the past 
decade. 

Kentucky’s 20 pri¬ 
vate, non-profit col¬ 
leges, meanwhile, saw 
enrollment hold steady 
at about 36,000 stu¬ 
dents, a figure that 
nonetheless is almost 
42 percent higher than 
in 2003. 

At the same time, 
the number of stu¬ 
dents attending the 
Kentucky Community 
and Technical College 
System (KCTCS) 
was down nearly 
five percent last fall 
when compared to 
2012. Officials say this 
is part of a national 
trend; as the economy 
improves, more stu¬ 
dents return to the 
workplace. 

While the Center 


for Education and 
Workforce Statistics 
readies for the new 
report the General 
Assembly just request¬ 
ed, it released another 
in February that covers 
similar ground, but at a 
more local level. 

These profiles offer 
a “big picture” look 
at the most current 
economic, social, and 
employment informa¬ 
tion available. 

Statewide, it shows 
that the percentage 
of adults with a bach¬ 
elor’s degree has nearly 
doubled since 1980, 
although we trail the 
national average. In 
2011-12, Kentucky saw 
about 16,000 people 
get their four-year 
degree, with about a 
fourth coming from 
the fields of science, 
technology, engineering 
and math. 

In terms of employ¬ 
ment, nearly 40 per¬ 


cent of our workforce 
has jobs in the health 
or education ser¬ 
vices fields, and a fifth 
work for our utilities 
or in sectors tied to 
trade and transporta¬ 
tion. Much of the 
remainder is in govern¬ 
ment, manufacturing 
and construction. 

In many ways, the 
budget that the General 
Assembly just approved 
moves our postsecond¬ 
ary schools forward. It 
authorizes hundreds of 
mil li ons of dollars in 
new or improved facili¬ 
ties, giving the schools 
room to grow; and it 
sets aside a little more 
money for our lottery- 
based financial-aid pro¬ 
grams while protecting 
the KEES scholarships 
that the lottery also 
funds for the high 
school students who 
earn them. 

Our long-term goal 
has to be finding a way 


to make it easier finan¬ 
cially to pursue a col¬ 
lege education. These 
students - more than 
a quarter of a million 
of them across the 
commonwealth - are 
the ones who will lead 
Kentucky forward in 
the years ahead. The 
more we can invest in 
them, the more it will 
pay off down the road.

Malone, the first County 
Agent of Henry County, 
in the mid-1920’s. 

I (Mary Lynn) spent 
many Sunday mornings 
with my dad in his lat¬ 
ter years and he shared 
a lot of his memories 
with me. Many of those 
fond memories were of 
his experiences in 4-H 
and his love of the cattle 
business. 

Daddy was in the 
first baby beef club in 
Henry County. Other 
members included James 
Singleton, Morgan and 
Jimmy Perry and J. 

S. Boyer. The calves 
for the club were 
shipped by rail from a 
ranch in Tennessee to 
Campbellsburg, which 
had a small stock yards 
to the south of the rail¬ 
road in town as it exists 
today. 

The calves each had a 
number and the num¬ 
bers were put in a hat 
and each boy drew a 
number. The boys got 
the corresponding calf 
to take home, nurture 
and groom. 

One boy wasn’t happy 
with his smaller calf and 
rejected it. Our dad 
took that calf and his 
and raised both that 
year. The boys got their 
calves in the spring, fed 
them and broke them to 
lead. 

They later showed 
them at the stock yards 
(maybe in Louisville) 
and then, I believe, they 
sold them. 

After Mr. Malone 
left Henry County, 
the County Agent was 
Harry Rice. Our dad 
felt very appreciative of 
the experiences he had 
as a 4-H member. He 
had memories of show¬ 
ing his calves at the vari¬ 
ous county fairs and the 
state fair. 

In 1933, he was a 
senior in high school 
and was participating 
in the 4-H dairy club 
with a Jersey heifer. He 


won the Junior Grand 
Championship of the 
state with that heifer. 

After the fair, the 
heifer was bred and 
just before it was time 
for her calf to be born, 
Tom Bush (parents 
owned Rose Hill Florist 
in Eminence) came and 
wanted to buy the heif¬ 
er. He offered $200 for 
the heifer and unborn 
calf, but our dad turned 
down the offer. 

About a week later the 
heifer had her calf, but 
then the cow died of 
milk fever. That missed 
opportunity made a last¬ 
ing impression on our 
father. 

Years later, when my 
sister, Kay, and I came 
along, our parents got 
us involved in 4-H. We 
concentrated our ener¬ 
gies mainly on sewing 
projects and some cook¬ 
ing projects with our 
mother as our primary 
leader. Kay’s first sew¬ 
ing teacher was Mrs. 
Love Carter and then 
Mrs. Patsy Price. 

Kay and I both com¬ 
pleted all years avail¬ 
able in sewing, starting 
with a simple apron and 
progressing through to 
a tailored garment the 
final year. Each year 
after we completed our 
garments, we modeled 
them in the county style 
show. If our garment 
won, then we represent¬ 
ed Henry County in the 
regional and state style 
show competitions. 

We had some good 
instruction in modeling 
from Janette Brown, 
who was an extension 
agent in Jefferson Co. 
and who was a former 
model herself. We 
learned how to walk, 
go down steps, turn, 
remove our jackets 
properly and how to 
carry a purse or umbrel¬ 
la. 

At the state level, we 
modeled our garments 
at the state fair. This 
was before the east wing 
at the state fair was air 
conditioned. I remem¬ 
ber modeling my fully 
lined, tailored woolen 
suit at the state fair one 
steamy hot August day. 


I almost melted. 

Katie Sue Brumagen 
(now Yount) was a won¬ 
derful 4-H Agent and 
helped guide our sew¬ 
ing endeavors each year. 
She was always patient 
and kind with our ques¬ 
tions and so well orga¬ 
nized that each style 
show or event went very 
smoothly. 

We also remember 
Mr. Perkinson, Mr. 
Roger Leggett who was 
one of the 4-H agents 
when we were in school, 
Mr. Jim Prewitt, Ms. 
Jerri Cockrel and the 
beginning of Mr. Steve 
Moore’s career in Henry 
County. 

Other memorable 
4-H experiences were 
through the individual/ 
small group talent acts 
and club talent acts. I 
(Mary Lynn) partici¬ 
pated in a fun quartet 
several years with Carol 
Ann Hayden, Janis 
Tingle and Bonnie 
Brewer. 

Our first performance 
was as a barbershop 
quartet, singing Basin 
Street Blues. We had 
our striped vests, straw 
hats, garters on the 
sleeve and maybe even 
fake mustaches! To top 
it off, our wonderfully 
supportive dads lugged 
in a real, old fashioned 
barber’s chair (courtesy 
of Kelsey King’s barber 
shop in Campbellsburg). 
That was an extremely 
heavy prop, but it really 
made the act. 

We won the county 
and regional competi¬ 
tions and were invited 
to perform at the state 
fair and yes, we took the 
“chair” with us. 

We had some very 
special ladies as lead¬ 
ers and moms who 
carted us around. In 
elementary school Mrs. 
Sue Barnett and Mrs. 
Margaret Hayden were 
our club leaders and 
Mrs. Joan Tandy helped 
us with some of our tal¬ 
ent acts. We did some 
very memorable club 
acts as well. 

The year the U.S. 
landed astronauts on the 
moon, we incorporated 
that into our club act 


with a simulated rocket. 
In high school, our club 
was bigger and we did 
several very elaborate 
club acts. 

One year we did the 
Stephen Foster Story. 
Kay was Jeannie with 
the Light Brown Hair, 
sung to her by Ed 
Nelson. We had many 
hard working, dedicated 
leaders in Mrs. Zelma 
Winchester, Mrs. Eva C. 
McKee, Mrs. Carolyn 
Jeffries, Mrs. Roger 
Taylor and Mrs. Betty 


Hill. 

We had great fun 
learning music and pre¬ 
senting our acts. These 
experiences were price¬ 
less for the opportunities 
it gave us to be poised 
before an audience. It 
was great wholesome 
fun and it always seemed 
like the leaders and par¬ 
ents had just as much 
fun helping us along the 
way. 

Thank you to the 
Cooperative Extension 
Service for providing 


all these life-changing 
opportunities for the 
youth of Henry County. 
These memories and 
skills have lasted a life¬ 
time and we are so 
appreciative of the folks 
that graciously gave of 
their time and energy 
to better the lives of the 
next generation.

This past winter was 
a tough one. We went 
into the winter thinking 
we had plenty of hay, but 
before it was over sev¬ 
eral producers ran out or 
were running close. 

In addition, the long 
cold periods told us 
through our poor cattle 
performance that our hay 
quality was not as good 
as we wanted or needed. 
True, we seem to get 
by pretty well with one 
of our mild winters, but 
how are we going to stay 
on top of things if we 


continue to have rough 
winters. 

Looking forward, what 
factors can we control 
in making higher quality 
hay? 

The biggest one is 
always 'stage of maturity 
when harvested’. All for¬ 


age plants will decline in 
quality with age. 

Our challenge is to 
harvest to optimize a 
yield- quality-persistance 
compromise, and do it 
in very unpredictable 
spring weather. The 
best compromise occurs 


when plants are changing 
from vegetative (leafy) to 
reproductive (flowering). 
That is happening in 
many fields as you read 
this. 

Harvesting at boot to 
early head for grasses and 
from bud to early bloom 
for legumes is the way to 
go for better wintertime 
performance and calving 
season next year. 

WINTER INJURY 

We are still finding 
more plant material 


hay quality 


which has been injured 
by Winter Drying 
and Winter Injury. 
Boxwoods, Arbovitae, 
and Holly around the 
house have shown some 
dryed leaves and branch¬ 
es, and hopefully will 
grow out of this. 

Give them a little time 
to recover, paying atten¬ 
tion to small buds which 
may form and give the 
branches a second life. 

Once you find out if 
some regeneration has 
occurred or not, then 
you can make the deci¬ 


sions to replace or allow 
to regrow.

For the past 100 
years, the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service has 
been successful in 
recruiting, developing 
and retaining high qual¬ 
ity volunteers of all ages. 

In 1914, the first 
home demonstration 
agents were hired in 
the state to work with 
girl’s canning clubs and 
to teach food preserva¬ 
tion to families. These 
first agents worked part- 
time during the summer 
months and laid the 
foundation for today’s 
Family and Consumer 
Sciences Extension pro¬ 
grams. As home dem¬ 
onstration agents were 
hired full time beginning 
in 1915, home dem¬ 
onstration clubs began 
to emerge in Kentucky. 
Volunteer leaders have 
played an important role 
in Extension since these 


early days. 

In 1932, a group of 
county home demon¬ 
stration clubs formed a 
state organization now 
known as the Kentucky 
Extension Homemakers 
Association. The group 
was formed with the 
intent to unify and 
strengthen the efforts 
of Homemakers in 
Kentucky and to develop 
their leadership potential. 
In 1939, Bina Baird 
Foree was hired as Henry 
County’s first Home 
Demonstration Agent. 
She was interviewed by 
the Local back in 1988 
and reported the fol¬ 
lowing, “Franklinton 


was the first club orga¬ 
nized. I remember we 
didn’t have a great big 
attendance, maybe about 
11 or 12, but that first 
organized club was a 
close knit group. There 
wasn’t a single soul 
there that wasn’t related 
to someone else in the 
room,” Foree said. After 
Franklinton was estab¬ 
lished, Foree pioneered 
a second club in Jericho 
(which still exists today) 
and then started to cam¬ 
paign in each community 
in an effort to start other 
homemaker clubs. After 
completing her county¬ 
wide campaign, Foree 
had helped establish 11 


homemaker clubs. 

“I do remember our 
first annual meeting in 
January 1940, we met at 
the picture show build¬ 
ing in Eminence. The 
main thing I remember 
was that it was -19 below 
zero and there were 89 
members there. That 
was dedication!” 

For more than 80 
years, the Kentucky 
Extension Homemakers 
Association has provided 
continual and consistent 
volunteer service within 
the organization and in 
communities throughout 
the Commonwealth. 
KEHA members annu¬ 
ally provide more than 
500,000 volunteer hours 
for Extension activities 
and in their communi¬ 
ties, often performing 
tasks and taking on roles 
that provide a savings of 
time and dollars for local 
governments. 


Spurred by the diag¬ 
nosis of one of their 
own, KEHA members 
have donated more than 
$1.2 million dollars to 
the UK Ovarian Cancer 
Research Program since 
1977 to help save the 
lives of Kentucky women 
every day. They have also 
encouraged women they 
know to be screened for 
ovarian cancer, a free 
service at UK funded by 
their donations. 

In addition to local 
and statewide projects, 
the reach of KEHA 
members extends 
beyond the United 
States. As a member of 
the Associated Country 
Women of the World 
since 1936, KEHA 
annually contributes 
funds through ACWW 
to support projects in 
developing countries 
that empower families 
and improve health. 


Since 2008, KEHA has 
provided financial sup¬ 
port and resources for 
the Kentucky Academy, 
a kindergarten in the 
village of Adjeikrom in 
Ghana. KEHA efforts 
have provided improved 
building facilities, con¬ 
struction of a kitchen 
and dining pavilion and 
a new water supply.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying Statement of Receipts, Disbursements, and Changes in Cash Balances and Cash Equivalents - Regulatory 
Basis of Henry County, Kentucky, for the year ended Jun,e 30,2013, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of this financial statement in accordance with accounting practices prescribed 
or permitted by the Department for Local Government to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis of 
accounting and budget laws. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the 
preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or enor. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing 
standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky.
